Luther said, You are Judged hy the truth. lou do act judge it. ' And you 
are true only where you are in accord with the Word, and the Church is 
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only the Church where it la ia accord with the Word. Mow we are 

grateful for everything that tod gave thr-m^i Martin tether, for 

all the privileges we have todays the democracy, the freedom we 

have today has its ba«is roots ia this revolt, lor it was not oaly 
(Ohureh is where the truth It) 

the /truth is where the Church is, hat also the individual has the 

rig&t to determine what that truth ia as he reads the Word, and as 
he studies it, and he has with the right of determining what is true 
the oblig&tioa to walk ia that truth. ¥@ are grateful also for .he 
i-akerktaaea heritage of truth that was given to us % Br. kathsr, 
"for he it was that, rescued ires oblivion and under the rubbish of 
centuries of Sosaa domination, the truth of Justification by faith,.. 
fhat we are Justified froa all our past sins by t&e finished work 
of Jesus Christ, not by penances, not by vaia ceremonial observances, 
not by useless sacrifices, feat by faith ia the flaiahed work of Christ, 
that in ea instant a ®@a is Justified from all that he has done, fhis 
is Bible truth, and it is part of our heritage today. 

'But remember, the Seforssatiea was not completed with Martin 

Luther. We are indebted also to John Calvin, for in a different area, 
a different country, a different situation, Salvia is one of the heirs 
of and participants in the Information, gave to us the truth that Cod 
is Sovereign, In His Sovereignty He rei@as, by Sis Word He reveals His 
Character, and indicates His sovereign Will, and that the true privilege 
of the Christian is to bow to the Sovereignty of Sod, and to submit to 
the mis of Sod in his life, and that this bowing to Sod's Sovereignty, 
and this submission to His Bale is the ^pouad and the condition of 
Justification by faith. And we need reaeaber that. for Salvation was

for he had no contest with justification by faith* nor did he contest 
either with the sovereignty of Sod in the life of the individual, fhis 
is what he said. It mast he genuine. It is not Just a theory. Aad that 
when you have actually submitted yourself to the tedshlp of Christ and 
consented to the sovereignty of Cod, and repeated of your sin, and he 
it is who counted repentance with the renunciation of your own laLicy 
of "being Sod in your life, and actually gave to the Church the testimony 
that to believe on Jesus Christ is to submit to lis Sovereignty j. to confess 
with the »outh Jesus to be &ord is the condition for being saved/ 
John Wesley then said, Siege things are not Just doctrines, they are 
not just theories? they mutt be actual experiences of the individual 
heart, aad when you have actually submitted to the sovereignty of Christ, 
actually repented of your sin (aad the two are somewhat similar and 
synonymous), 'when you have savingly believed on Jesus Christ, then you 
are born of the Spirit. Ami the way you find out you are a Christian, 
is not by inferring that yon are a Christian because of what you have 
done. But by experiencing the power of Ohrist # aad the Life of Christ 
laparted to you by a supernatural- work of Cod called regeneration, or 
the Hew Birth. Wesley 1% was that said In this building together of 
truth, that the day-or the moment actually— that you are Justified in 
Seaven yoa are regenerated in your heart, tod you know you are 
regenerated because you have the witness of the Spirit, and that only 
he that has the witness of the Spirit dare claim that he has been saved, 
bom of Sod. He defined the witness of the Spirit as an inner certainty 
or 
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®# knowledge which did not depend upon outward evidence or proof. It 
was something that you knew iaw&rdly heeaus® Sad who it Spirit had Joined 
Sijsself to your Spirit. And ia the joiaing, you had par taken of Sod's 
Life and were aware of that Xdfe. Shit is the reason the* Anglican Gfeureh 
closed their doors to Mb, heeaus® what he said sad® isost of the people of 
that day to recognise that ia his tens® and tafiaition, they had aot he*« 
eared, Aad» therefore, there was a great ©oaf Hot, 

Bat he it was also who added to this ^formation heritage hy saying, 
that Sod aot only wants to eo»e ia conscious presence to tell you that you 
are forgiven, feat le wants you to present your life to Hist, and to he 
filled with the Spirit. And that this is aot optional, hut that this 
is mandatory. It Is commanded of 0od. Sod says that this you stoat do, 
that you mast he filled with the Spirit. 

Since that tiae, we hair® gone ®a generation hy generation, ignoring 

part of our heritage, accepting part. We have crystallised around these 

men, We find those who hear the na»e of feather, and are Lutheran. We find 

those that hear the aa«® of Osiris, and are Calvlaist. W® find those that 

■bear the aa»e of Wesley, and are Wesleyaa. ksM we are today the heirs of 

all that these men gave. But the principle that I wish to oak® clear 

this Burning is this: fhat we are aot responsible sieply to what w® 

received fros these »ea. Oar respoasihlilty is to the Word of &®d, sod to 

the revelation of the Word. Ami I am not at all sure that lather knew and 

saw everything that God wants you to see today. 1 think that you have 

tn@ right of seeing all that he saw, plus all that the others have seen 

shown hy Sod. I do aot helieve that Calvin knew all that Sod wanted him 

to know, thou# I am deeply indented to hiss, and find that a right under* 

says 
standing at what he said what Sod^ Verd/«*tf makes the tvo friends indeed. 

But I do not feel that Calvin saw all that §od wanted us to se® # and that 
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it pays for us %& identify ourselves Is any restricted sons© with 
on© of these mn. I have the entire works of Wesley and read thea 
avidly with great pleasure and profit,-, and find no real conflict 
incidentally between Wesley and Calvin. I m ewe if they were here 
< they UNI a hundred years apart), if they were together, they could 
have sat ia the earn* roe®, and shared a cup of lea and rejoiced 
'happily ia the things of the Lord, because they knew the 1**4* Sow 
that is «ore than some of their professed followers can do t hut I 
find that these two would have gotten along Beautifully. And so 1 get 
great profit and delist out of reading Wesley, and fellowshipping with 
hi*, lot heeause I aa trying to straddle the feaee. Someone has 
said the posture of a preacher in the present day Is to "be astride the 
fam*, with ear to the ground, his shoulder to the wheel, and his 
nose to the grindstone, and It is awfully difficult to maintain ve^long. 

Well I aa not ia that position nor posture, nor do I » that the 
reason for it. I slaply feel that each of these ©en saw some great area 
of tratfa, and they have given it to m as part at By heritage, and It is 
not jay responsibility to he loyal to any one of thest, "but to profit from 
all of the®, and take from thes what sontrihution they have made to a 
fuller, richer understanding of the revelation of Sod to our hearts. 

Sow, all this is to point out that Sod has a plan. Whether laather 
saw it, or Calvin, or Wesley 4 to the degree to which we are to see it 
today, I do not know and have ao interest in proTiag. Sat I am simply 
saying that unless you have this, you have missed the grand purpose of 
the leforaatioa, and the grand purpose of §ed for your life, 1 read it 
to you ia that portion that I call the definition of the normal 
Christian, in Sphesiaas 3»1*W0L. Shat Christ assay dwell ia your heart hy 
faith. Boring the Convention we had the repetition to us over end over 
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again by the varied speakers that when 0©d left Seavea, lis destination 
was not the stable in Bethlehem. ¥hea I© left leaven, lis destination 
was not the too®® ia Sasar©th f nor was it fflm feapl© ia Jerusalem* nor 
was it the aress ®a the Hill, n^vu It the foise at tha foot of the HOI, 
aer ©vea was the destinatioa the fhroa© at the Sight Sand of ®od.

We have had an idea, aad it has 
beea emphasised more ia the last hundred years meat than ia any tia© 
previously, due to the influence of the philosophy of Buaaaissu We have 
had an idea that all that God did was basically aiaa centered, that Sod 
loved the World, aadSs concern** for you, and Ms concern** for a© 
moved HI® to send Sis Son so we would not suffer, low this Is true. But 
this i® only a peripheral portion of the truth. It was aot simply that 
we should be saved from hell, but that we should be kept fros perishing. 
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m& this word perish ia just store than just feeing saved from Hell. 
fo perish means, to fall of its intended purpose. And Sod Bade you fof 
Himself, tow were »ade to "be the vehicle of God, and the fessple of Cod. 
Sin ruined all this, low in Craee, Sod's purpose is to remake you ia 
Hi a image, and to fulfil what He intended when He made nan in the first plaoe, 

Therefor®, with the emphasis on Hustaais®, and the benefits that 
the individual gets out of Christ, there has "been a tendency to ignore what 
Sod had la mind for those who He saved, and what $od's purpose was in 
saving thea?. t© get a witness fcr Himself, to get a people that would show 
forth His praise. low you do not show forth Sod's praise "by Being bora 
of Sod. Ton show forth Cod's praise by repenting, but not by being %ora 
of Sod. Ion do not show forth God's praise by being born of God, any ©ore 
than Israel showed forth Sod's praise when tehsy were ia the Wilderness* 
Ihsy were Sod's people. Sod had brought the a across the led Sea, which 
speaks of repeataaee and faith. But they were a isnrsiaring people, whining 
and whimpering. Shey were a stubborn and rebellious people, fimy were 
a proud and an arrogant people, ijujf ««• & people that lusted after 
Egypt aore than they did after Canaan* Shey were a fear filled people. 
And I defy any one to go into the record ©f Israel in the Wilderness for 
those fo^rty years, and try and establish that Sod is glorified, and Cod 
is praised by the people that were there, that were under the sentence of 
death, and Cod had to sake the rest wander around until they were gone. 

lad I do not believe that you or I glorify Cod by our being bora 
again, any nor* than Israel glorified Sod in the Wilderness, fhers was 
only forty days necessary frost their going from the Bed Sea to Canaan, if 
they had followed Sod. fhsy would have been there in ■Sm&y days, Sat 
they rehelled. fhey became stubborn. And they refused to eater into His 
rest. And the consequence of that was that Sod had to wait for one
